The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 is obvious 
over JP 2003-47930 A , JP 1 1-299218 (both Y references cited by JPO examiner), 
Carles-Gibergues et a!., and Vaquier et al. and all teach what would appear to be the 
same fly ash product containing a fly ash with a similar or same treatment of fly ash in 
pure water which would have been expected to produce the same properties (see 
abstracts and also claims for each JP reference). Accordingly, as the recited claim 1 fly 
ash powder does not make a contribution over the prior art, unity of invention is lacking 
and restriction is appropriate. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
